J_2.  (SBU)  The  Serbian  government  formally  decided  on  January  21  to 
donate  $100,000  to  Haiti  relief  efforts  via  the  Serbian  Red  Cross 
(rather  than  through  the  UN  as  originally  reported  Ref  B).  On 
January  22,  the  City  of  Belgrade  announced  it  would  donate  five 
million  dinars  ($73,000),  also  through  the  Serbian  Red  Cross. 
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
